According  to  the  annual  church  census  com¬ 
piled  by  Dr.  H.  K.  Carroll  for  the  Christian  Her¬ 
ald,  there  has  been  in  1922  a  gain  of  948,347  in 
church  membership,  the  total  membership  being 
44,663,684.  The  Protestant  evangelical  gain  was 
828,600,  and  the  increase  for  the  Roman  Catholic 
population  was  89,016.  The  largest  denomina¬ 
tional  group  among  the  Protestants  is  Baptist, 
with  fourteen  bodies,  and  a  total  membership  of 
8,303,824.  The  Methodist  (fifteen  groups)  is  sec¬ 
ond,  with  a  total  of  8,270,704.  Lutheran  organi¬ 
zations  come  third,  Presbyterian  fourth,  Disciples 
fifth,  and  Protestant  Episcopal  sixth. — Ex. 
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At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Medical  and  Sur¬

Of  course  this  is  not  al¬ 
ways  possible  with  doctors  and  nurses,  but  they 
should  be  given  every  conideration  possible.  It 
is  the  hope  of  the  physicians  in  Jackson  that 
doctors  in  other  localities  will  co-operate  with 
them  in  this  matter  as  far  as  possible  and  see 
that  nurses  may  have  a  day  of  rest.  No  patient 
will  be  turned  away  and  all  will  be  given  prompt 
attention,  and  it  is  certain  that  all  will  work  for 
the  good  of  the  patients  and  the  nurses  and  the 
physicians.

And,  while  we  are  discussing  our 
financial  and  faith  fundamental  problems,  which

M(  amiss  to  discuss  the  problem  of  getting  our  young 
^people  to  attejid  the  preaching  service,  especially 
1* Sunday  nights.  This,  too,  is  no  little  matter.  I 

t  venture  to  say  that  every  pastor  has  felt  the 
weight  of  thjs  problem.  For  some  reason  or 
_other  our  you*g  people  (following  the  practice  of 
^  their  mothers  and  fathers)  are  conspicuous  for 
|  their  absence  at  most  Sunday  evening  services 
S  of  the  church.j  Even  if  they  come  to  the  B.  Y.  P. 

*  U.  most  of  them  go  away'and  do  not  stay  for  the 
preaching  service,  thouglj  they  are  church  mem¬ 
bers.  j  » 

p  Various  methods  have  been  tried  by  pastors  to 
fp  overcome  thiaf  terrible  situation;  some  have  tried 
scolding,  Which  certainly  gets  nowhere;  it  does 
harm.  Our  jroung  people  are  not  going  to  be 
?  scolded  into  doing  anything  at  home  or  at  church. 
We  might  ju*t  as  well  make  up  our  minds,  there¬ 
in  fore,  to  discard  this  method.  Others  have  tried 
fjf  pastoral  participation  in  the  Sunday  evening 
p  Young  People’s  meetings.  This  may  work  for  a 
s*  while,  but  it  will  put  the  pastor  out  of  business 
for  his  preaching,  and  hurtfully  interfere  with  the 
development  of  his  young  people.  It  was  never 
intended  that  he  should  attend  their  meetings. 
Various  things  have  been  tried,  and  still  the  prob¬ 
lem  exists.  How  are  we  to  bring  our  young  peo¬ 
ple  into  the  Sunday  evening  service  of  the  church? 
Let  me  suggest  a  few  tilings: 

I.  Never  mind  how  fine  a  quartette  you  may 
have,  organize  a  great  chorus  choir  auxiliary  to 
it.  Let  it  be  made  up  for  the  most  part  of  the 
young  people  of  the  Senior  Union  age.  Have  the 
director  of  music  in  full  ahajrge,  conducting  stated 
and  regular  practices  with  them  and  the  quar- 
R"  tette,  if  one  is  employed.  Sung  high-grade,  stand- 
aid  music,  as  well  as  so-called  evangelistic  cho- 
rjj  ru«es.  Our  young  people  of  today  like  this  kind 
of  music.  If  the  paid  quartette  don’t  like  this 
mixture,  get  rid  of  them.  Better  find  a  place  for 
our  young  people  in  the  service  than  preserve  an 
artistic  quartette. 

til.  Then  there  are  those  that  cannot  sing, 
especially,  young  men.  T3iese  should  be  made 
ushers,  the  most  important  position  in  the  church. 
They  should  be  organized  into  a  “Board  of  Ush¬ 
ers,”  with  stated  meeting*  to  discuss  the  prob¬ 
lems  of  ushering  the  crbwd  psychology  with 
„  which  they  have  a  prominent  part.  These  ushers 
f*  should  route  in  active  service,  though  continue 
[i  with  the  “Board  of  Ushers!” 

A  This  ’will  Uke  care  of  the  large  part  of  the 
senior  age  not  in  the  chorus,  and  their  attendance 
will  secure  the  attendance  of  most  others  of  this 
class,  provided,  of  course,  the  man  in  the  pulpit 
is  sufficiently  versatile  in  his  pulpit  themes  and 
manner  of  treating  them  to  halfway  hold  their 
attention. 

III.  Now  we  come  to  true  suil  greater  problem 

_ the  Juniors  and  Intermediates.  What  on  earth 

is  to  be  done  with  this  class  of  adolescent  young 
people?  Our  answer  in  the  main  is  the  same  as 
for  the  Seniors — organize  them  into  a  great  Jun- 
t  ior  chorus  and  give  them  a  prominent  place  in 
1  the  evening  service.  Give!  them  a  prominent  lo- 
f  cation  in  the  church  and  let  them  permanently 
S  occupy  it,  and  take  special:  part  in  the  singing  of 
£  anthems  and  other  kinds  oil  music.  Conduct  reg- 
k  ular  practices  each  week,  under  the  direction  of 
*  the  general  musical  director.  They,  too,  should 
be  given,  in  part,  a  high  class  of  music  to  render 
—something  that  will  makp  them  feel  the  dignity 
of  their  work.  The  church  officials  should  get 
behind  these  organization*  and  show  their  in¬ 
terest  by  now  and  then  giving  them  a  reception 
party.  With  us  the  chairman  of  our  Board  of 
Deacons,  CapUin  B.  A.  Jacobs,  gives  the  Junior 
chorus  of  about  one  hundred  a  party  once  a 


t 

I 
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month,  and  the  Executive  Committee  does  the 


same  for  the  Senior  chorus  of  around  fifty. 

Now  a  very  successful  plan  of  ours  at  Grove 
Avenue,  which  many  will  not  see  fit  to  adopt 
because  of  prejudices  or  other  reasons,  is  the  full 
vesting  of  both  choruses.  Our  Seniors  wear  the 
full  regulation  vestments  and  our  Juniors  do  the 
same,  leaving  off  the  caps.  They  both  assemble 
in  rooms  back  of  the  pulpit,  where  they  put  on 
their  vestments,  and  then  come  together  in  a 
large  hall  with  the  pastor  for  prayer.  Following 
this  they  march  singing  the  processional— the 
Seniors  to  their  place  back  of  the  pulpit  and  the 
Juniors  through  the  church,  singing  as  they  go, 
to  their  place  in  the  front  balcony.  Then  the 
further  order  of  service  proceeds.  When  the 
sermon  is  concluded  and  the  invitation  is  pre¬ 
sented  the  Junior^  sing  the  recessional  marching 
back  through  the  church  to  their  room  in  the 
rear,  followed  by  the  Senior  chorus.  Then  fol¬ 


lows  the  benediction. 


The  Results 


Now  follows  a  word  about  the  results  after 
months  of  experience. 

(1)  We  get  our  young  people.  We  actually 
get  them  into  our  evening  service  by  giving  them 
a  part — a  very  distinct  part  in  it.  It  is  marvelous 
to  behold. 

(2)  They  profess  conversion  and  come  into 
membership.  It  is  rare  that  some  of  these  white- 
robed  ones  do  not  march  down  the  aisles  confess¬ 
ing  Christ  and  join  the  church. 

(3)  We  get  their  parents.  Scores  who  never 
attended  church  come  because  of  their  children’s 
part  in  the  service.  Such  parents  can  be  seen 
craning  their  necks  to  see  their  happy  child  or 
children,  and  they  come  in  soon  for  membership. 

(4)  It  brings  to  the  service  scores  of  other 
people  who  otherwise  would  not  be  at  any  serv¬ 
ice.  Everybody  with  a  soul  big  enough  to  be 
reached  loves  young  life,  especially  children.  And 
they  will  go  where  they  are  so  big  a  part  in  the 
service.  They  just  love  the  white-robed  throng 
of  young  life,  so  dignified  and  yet  so  happy. 

A  further  movement.  We  are  now  working  on 
a  male  chorus  to  take  their  place  in  the  other 
balcony.  We  will  then  have  a  great  triple  chorus. 
So  far  as  I  know  nothing  is  like  it  in  the  land. 

The  vestments.  They  are  sane.  They  present 
every  one  alike — no  well  dressed  and  poorly 
dressed.  No  unbecoming  dress  to  be  conspicuous 
and  gazed  at.  They  create  a  worshipful  atmos¬ 
phere.  We  have  found  it  great.  No  one  is  kept 
out  for  lack  of  clothes. 

Too  much  praise  cannot  be  given  our  versatile 
organist  and ,  director,  Mrs.  Lucy  Owens  Howey, 
for  her  untiring  work  in  bringing  to  pass  these 
happy  results  in  our  work. — Religious  Herald. 


THE  MYSTERY  OF  GETHSEMANE 


There  is  a  mystery  in  the  Gethsemane  drama 
that  ever  eludes  the  thought  of  man.  Those  ca¬ 
pable  of  looking  into  it  find  it  fascinating.  Many 
have  sought  to  trace  it  and  explain  it.  They  have 
always  reached  the  conclusion  that  there  was 
something  strange,  beyond  the  many  sxpressions 
of  intense  emotion  that  were  exhibited  by  the 
central  figure,  even  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

He  entered  Gethsemane  by  leaving  the  larger 
group  of  his  disciples  and  taking  with  him  the 
favorite  three,  Peter,  James,  and  John.  As  he 
advanced  into  the  heart  of  the  garden,  where  the 
deep  shadows  hung  low  about  the  trees  and  shrub¬ 
bery,  “he  began  to  be  sorrowful  and  very  heavy.” 
He  gave  evidence  of  being  deeply  moved.  Agita¬ 
tion  was  written  upon  his  face.  He  seemed  unable 
to  control  his  emotion.  He  spoke  to  them,  saying, 
“My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful,  even  unto 
death."  Something  within  him  yearned  to  be 
alone.  He  instructed  them,  “Tarry  ye  here  and 
watch  with  me.” 

He  then  went  a  little  farther  on,  throwing  him¬ 
self  upon  the  ground,  even  falling  upon  his  face. 
Then  began  a  struggle  that  rose  in  its  intensity 
almost  to  tragedy.  The  whole  physical  being  of 
the  man  was  drawn  into  it.  His  breathing  became 


deep  and  violent.  His  respiratory  system  was 
profoundly  moved.  Midst  the  heavy  breathing 
his  soul  cries  out,  “O  my  Father,  if  it  be'  pos¬ 
sible,  let  this  cup  pass  from  me;  nevertheless  not 
as  I  will,  but  as  thou  wilt."  Great  depression 
was  upon  him.  The  loneliness  of  his  soul  broke 
like  the  melancholy  of  one  abandoned  by  the  faith 
that  has  once  been  his  support  and  the  delight  of 
his  enthusiasm.  He  arose  from  his  prayer  scarce¬ 
ly  knowing  whither  to  turn,  with  his  eyes  Heavy, 
his  lips  pressed,  and  his  spirit  struggling  for 
expression  of  the  emotion  that  was  sweeping  over 
it  like  a  storm.  He  turned  to  his  three  disciples, 
who  had  been  so  close  to  him,  whom  he  had 
trusted,  with  whom  he  had  walked  many  a  jour¬ 
ney,  who  he  thought  understood  him  and  would 
give  him  sympathy,  with  whom  he  had  had  a 
fellowship  that  had  been  the  support  of  his  life; 
he  found  them  asleep!  They  knew  not  of  the 
struggle  of  his  soul.  If  they  did  they  seemed  to 
have  little  power  to  appreciate  the  cry  of  his 
spirit,  “My  soul  is  exceeding  sorrowful,  even 
unto  death.”  Emotional  intensity  in  its  deepest 
and  highest  ranges  was  not  their  possession.  They 
could  not  understand  a  sorrow  that  was  “unto 
death."  When  he  went  away  to  suffer  midst  the 
darkness  and  the  silences,  and  pour  out  his  spirit, 
they  slept. 

“Watch  and  pray,"  was  his  instruction,  “that 
ye  enter  not  into  temptation.  The  spirit  indeed 
is  willing  but  the  flesh  is  weak.” 

Again  he  went  away  to  be  alone.  The  struggle 
within  him  had  not  subsided.  Something  had 
seized  hold  of  him.  He  was  resisting  by  forces 
of  mind  and  of  body.  He  wrought,  he  struggled, 
with  a  resistance  that  has  never  been  penetrated. 
Men  have  looked  upon  him  and  asked,  “Why  this 
strange  conflict  of  soul,  this  inscrutable  crisis 
that  searches  the  highest  capacity  of  the  mind 
for  resistance?” 

Again  he  is  upon  his  knees.  His  face  is  in  the 
dust.  He  is  struggling  with  clasped  hands.  He 
cries  out,  “O  my  Father,  if  this  cup  may  not  pass 
from  me  except  I  drink  it,  thy  will  be  done!” 

Great  drops  of  sweat-  stood  upon  his  brow  and 
dropped  from  his  cheeks  to  the  ground.  The  agi¬ 
tation  swept  through  every  nerve,  brought  into 
uction  every  muscle.  The  entire  perspiratory 
system  was  in  action,  brought  so  by  some  inscru¬ 
table,  invisible  thing  that  was  working  mightily 
upon  the  man. 

Again  he  rises  and,  returning  to  his  disciples, 
finds  them  asleep,  “for  their  eyes  were  heavy.” 
He  is  mute  as  he  looks  upon  them.  They  have 
gone  beyond  the  reach  of  his  sympathy.  They 
have  no  feeling  or  consciousness  that  tragedy  is 
seeking  to  work  itself  out  in  the  life  of  their 
Master.  , 

He  goes  away  again  and,  falling  down  upon 
the  ground,  prays,  his  face  in  his  hands.  The 
agitation  increases  until  it  seems  his  physical 
form  will  be  broken.  The  muscles  in  his  hand* 
are  drawn  tight.  The  back  bends  into  a  knot 
The  face  bears  an  agony  that  would  break  the 
heart  of  God.  His  breathing  is  heavy  and  short 
The  perspiration  is  standing  like  beads  upon  his 
brow.  The  great  drops  become  incardnadine  with 
his  blood.  Even  his  circulatory  system  has  been 
moved  into  intensive  action  by  the  agony  through 
which  hjs  mind  is  passing.  Again  he  prays,  with 
broken  words,  “O  Father,  if  this  cup  may  not  pass 
from  me  except  I  drink  it,  thy  will  be  done!” 

Then  there  was  a  breaking  of  the  muscles,  s 
loosening  of  the  nerves,  and  the  man  lies  prow 
upon  the  ground,  reconciled  to  the  will  of  God. 
The  battle  is  fought!  Slowly  he  rises,  wipes  the 
perspiration  from  his  brow,  gathers  himself  to¬ 
gether,  straightens  hi*  shoulders,  raises  his  face 
toward  the  stars,  and  slowly  walks  back  to  his 
disciples.  They  are  still  asleep.  They  have  not 
known  what  has  happened.  They  sleep  on,  I# 
their  little  world  knowing  naught  of  what  hsi 
occurred  in  the  life  of  the  great  Son  of  God,  who 
was  struggling  to  gain  the  power  of  decision  to 
do  his  Father’s  will.  Hear  him  as  he  speaks: 
"Sleep  on  now  and  take  your  rest.” 

They  are  awakened  out  of  sleep,  not  knowinf 
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the  experiences  thereof  the  great  apocalypse  of 
the  tragedy  of  the  soul. 

Our  Lord  turned  from  that  struggle,  but  the 
mystery  remains.  From  that  day  to  this  the 
human  mind  has  sought  to  penetrate  it.  What 
was  it  that  .Jesus  was  struggling  against?? 

Was  he  struggling  for  reconciliation  to  the  will 
of  God? 

Was  he  struggling  that  he  might  decide  wheth¬ 
er  the  Messiahship  should  be  without  a  cross,  or 
governed  by  great  political  crises? 

Was  he  struggling  to  decide  whether  salvation 
was  to  be  had  by  atonement  or  without  recogniz¬ 
ing  the  demands  of  the  moral  universe  for  res¬ 
titution? 

Or  was  he  struggling  as  one  who  had  been 
caught  up  by  the  inimical  forces  that  had  gath¬ 
ered  in  his  past  and  were  closing  in  upon  him  to' 
bring  his  life  to  a  tragical  end? 

Or  was  he  struggling  that  he  might  change  his 
course  and  gain  a  means  of  diverting  from  his 
head  the  avalanche  of  opposition  that  was  about 
to  fall  upon  him,  and  in  a  moment  of  time  gain 
an  available  future  that  would  satisfy  his  am¬ 
bition  and  bring  him  to  realize  all  that  he  had 
hoped  and  lived  for  in  his  few  short  years  of 
service  to  his  fellow  men? 

No  matter  what  that  mystery  must  have  been, 
it  moved  him  more  deeply  than  any  human  soul 
that  has  lived  and  left  its  record  in  the  annals  of 
history.  He  was  moved  by  an  inner  agitation  so 
subtle,  so  powerful,  that  the  very  physical  sys¬ 
tem  that  had  rendered  its  functions  to  his  will 
was  threatened  in  its  integrity.  Therefore  it  was 
no  small  cause  that  engaged  him.  It  was  no. 
ephemeral  decision  that  he  was  seeking  to  reach. 
Surely  it  was  something  that  bore  in  itself  an 
element  of  personal  distinction,  which  If  decided 
in  accordance  with  the  will  of  God,  would  de¬ 
termine  the  everlasting  outcome  not  only  of  him¬ 
self  and  of  what  he  had  said  to  his  fellow  men, 
but  to  all  the  great  conception  that  he  had  .im¬ 
parted  to  those  who  had  listened  to  his  eager, 
trusting  voice. 

The  mystery  of  Gethsemane  was  hidden  deep 
in  the  heart  of  Christ.  No  man  will  ever  be  able 
to  fathom  it.  There  will  always  be  speculation 
about  it.  Explanations  will  ever  be  given.  The 
real  meaning,  the  essential  character  of  it  is  hid¬ 
den  in  the  providence  of  God.  Man  finds  his  sat¬ 
isfaction  in  looking  upon  it  by  the  fact  that 
Gethsemane  is  the  symbolical  crisis  of  the  soul, 
in  which  it  seeks  with  all  its  powers  to  resist  the 
great  sin  against  the  spiritual  order,  which  is 
weak-spiritedness  in  the  presence  of  continued 
opposition.  It  is  the  tendency  to  give  down  and 
to  surrender  when  the  way  grows  dark  and  the 
night  comes  on.  Gethsemane  is  the  story  of  the 
soul  crisis  through  which  all  men  pass  ever  and 
anon,  when  they  seek  to  do  the  will  of  God  and 
to  abide  by  his  commandments. — Western  Chris¬ 
tian  Advocate. 


DR.  CHRISTIAN’S  HISTORY  OF  THE 
BAPTISTS 


The  author  who  writes  the  history  of  a  denom¬ 
ination  always  lays  himself  open  to  the  charge  of 
being  a  polemic.  So  many  writers  of  religious 
history  have  manifested  bias  in  their  presentation 
of  denominational  achievements  that  there  is  little 
wonder  that  the  general  reader  approaches  such 
works  with  a  good  deal  of  skepticism.  It  seems 
to  us,  however,  that  Dr.  John  T.  Christian  in 
“A  History  of  the  Baptists”,  which  has  reoently 
come  to  us  from  the  press  of  the  Sunday  School 
Board  of  the  Southern  Baptist  Convention,  es¬ 
capes  this  charge.  Although  he  is  naturally  in¬ 
terested  in  making  a  good  showing  for  the  Bap¬ 
tists,  Dr.  Christian  presents  such  a  prodigious 
array  of  facts,  and  is  so  guarded  and  judicial  in 
his  judgments,  that  only  one  who  is  a  polemic 
himself  can  escape  his  conclusions. 

Dr.  Christian  contends  that  the  early  Christian 
churches  were  made  up  of  regenerated  believers; 
that  they  were  democratic  bodies  in  church  gov¬ 
ernment;  that  they  were  In  fundamental  aocord 
with  the  principles  of  the  New  Testament  church 
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in  their  advocacy  of  the  right  of  free  speech  and 
soul  liberty,  and  that  they  recognized  the  para¬ 
mount  authority  of  the  New  Testament  as  the 
sole  rule  of  faith  and  practice.  To  prove  this 
contention  he  cites  several  of  the  great  historians 
of  the  Roman  Empire,  like  Gibbon,  and  some  of 
the  writers  of  the  early  Christian  church.  He 
traces  the  teachings  of  the  Montanists,  the  Nova- 
tians,  the  Donatists,  the  Paulicians,  the  Albigen- 
ses,  the  Waldensians,  and  the  Petrobrucians,  and 
finds  in  all  of  them  evidences  of  Baptist  doctrine. 
He  admits  that  these  several  parties  were  not  in 
absolute  accord  with  all  the  doctrines  and  prac¬ 
tices  of  modern  Baptists,  but  he  asserts  that  they 
held  and  taught  some,  at  least,  of  the  principles 
that  distinguish  our  modern  Baptist  churches. 
He,  therefore,  concludes  that  Baptists  trace  their 
origin  to  the  apostolic  churches;  and  that  there 
has  been  a  succession  of  New  Testament  churches 
from  the  days  of  Jesus  and  the  apostles.  He  does 
not  assert  this  as  proved  with  certainty,  but  as  a 
tenable  proposition,  and  for  this  proposition  he 
makes  strong  argument. 

Dr.  Christian  points  out  that  Baptists  have 
never  recognized  any  authoritative  creed,  and 
that  today  there  is  wide  variance  among  them. 
The  Baptist  attitude  towards  free  speech  and  lib¬ 
erty  of  conscience  has  permitted  and  encouraged 
the  widest  latitude  of  opinion.  The  varied  sects 
which  antedated  the  modern  Baptists  recognized 
the  absolute  and  unconditioned  authority  of  the 
New  Testament  as  the  sole  rule  of  faith  and  prac¬ 
tice  in  religious  matters,  and  while  they  some¬ 
times  maintained  wrong  views  and  introduced 
false  doctrines  to  an  extent  that  might  not  be 
tolerated  today,  they  held  to  the  vital  necessity 
of  p  regenerated  church  membership;  a  church 
pure  and  separate  from  the  ungodly;  believers  in 
baptism;  a  simple  form  of  church  government; 
the  right  of  free  speech  and  soul  liberty;  and  the 
permanent  and  paramount  authority  of  the  New 
Testament  as  a  rule  of  faith  and  practice. 

Dr.  Christian’s  argument  is  couched  in  the  suc¬ 
cinct  form  of  a  legal  brief,  but  not  in  the  spirit 
of  a  legal  brief  which  endeavors  to  present  one 
side  of  a  question.  He  is  always  fair,  and  seldom 
dogmatic.  We  confess  that  we  have  long  believed 
that  the  Baptists  of  our  day  represent  the  apos¬ 
tolic  succession  of  churches,  but  we  have  never 
been  quite  ready  to  assert  this  dogmatically.  Dr. 
Christian's  book  goes  far  towards  making  us  dog¬ 
matic.  At  any  rate  we  feel  that  Baptists  have  a 
clearer  and  less  legendary  authority  for  asserting 
apostolic  succession  than  has  the  Roman  Catholic 
Church  which  dogmatically  asserts  that  its  pope 
is  the  successor  of  St.  Peter,  and  that  its  ritual 
and  sacraments  in  essence  bear  the  mandate  of 
Christ  himself. — Watchman  Examiner.

WHAT  CAN  BE  DONE? 


To  answer  Brother  Wessons  question:  I  have 
had  a  lot  to  do  in  breaking  oxen.  To  get  best 
results  the  start  must  be  made  when  they  are 
calves.  Good  lines  and  a  switch,  for  in  the  break¬ 
ing  they  must  not  run  away.  This  holds  good 
with  folks.  Many  parents  don't  take  seriously 
what  it  is  to  train  a  child,  don't  realise  that  it 
must  live  forever  in  Heaven  or  Hell.  Children 
are  a  gift  from  God  (Ps.  127:3).  Then  the  Bible 
is  not  short  in  the  way  to  train  them.  (See  Deut. 
11:18-21;  Eph.  6:4.)  And  then  a  switch  at  times, 
for  as  oxen  must  not  run  away,  the  child  must 
not  (Prov.  23:13-14). 

To  head  off  trouble  get  the  child  to  know  you 
love  it  before  it  can  remember.  Keep  it  enter¬ 
tained  with  stories — good  stories.  To  me  there 
is  no  book  of  stories  like  the  Bible.  Other  good 
books  and  papers  will  help,  but  never  fail  to  put 
the  Bible  first  to  entertain  the  child. 

Another  thing:  Teach  the  children  to  sing,  not 
a  few  songs,  but  teach  them  the  science  of  music, 
so  they  can  sing  intelligently.  1  live  in  the 
neighborhood  now  where  wife  and  I  mainly  raised 
our  children.  Dancing  parties  were  all  the  go 
when  we  moved  here.  A  few  of  us  decided  we 
would  teach  our  children  to  sing.  The  good  Lord 
helped  us.  Dancing  has  been  dead  for  more  than 
26  years.  I  was  along  in  two  other  neighbor¬ 
hoods  where  the  badness  was  so  bad  I  will  not 
name  it  here.  There  came  a  man  in  the  mid¬ 
dle  of  these  two  neighborhoods;  he  loved  God, 
the  Bible  and  music.  The  result  was  Sunday 
Schools  were  started,  music  was  taught,  badness 
went,  and  in  just  a  few  years  more  than  1160 
were  baptized.

Here  is  a  clipping  from  a  pastor  asking  for  a 
meeting:  “We  want  a  Holy  Ghost  meeting. 
Every  thing  from  the  pastor  up  or  down,  in  or 
out  needs  it.  I  want  it  for  my  own  good.  So  get 
ready  for  a  large  task  of  real  religious  work.” 
An  essential  prerequisite  is  here  stated,  namely, 
a  want  according  to  our  needs.  “A  Holy  Ghost 
revival.”  If  we  compare  conditions  with  those  of 
the  First  Baptist  Church  at  Jerusalem  we  might 
decide  that  a  Holy  Ghost  revival  would  help  all 
churches  today.

While  Southern  Baptists  made  a  net  gain  of 
145,828  members  during  1922,  an  advance  of  4.3 
per  cent,  thus  setting  the  evangelistic  pace  for 
all  other  religious  bodies  of  the  country,  they  are 
eleventh  in  the  group  of  the  fourteen  leading 
denomniations  of  the  nation  in  their  per  capita 
gifts  to  all  religious  causes,  according  to  a  sur¬ 
vey  of  the  matter  that  has  just  been  concluded 
by  Dr.  E.  P.  Alldredge,  secretary  of  survey,  sta¬ 
tistics  and  information  of  the  Baptist  Sunday 
School  Board. 

The  United  Presbyterians  lead  the  field  in  per 
capita  gifts  for  the  year  (the  Seventh  Day  Ad¬ 
ventists  are  not  included  in  this  survey  because 
of  the  smsllness  of  their  denomination)  with 
$34.18,  while  the  others,  in  the  order  of  the  size 
of  their  per  capita  gifts,  follow:  Episcopalians, 
$31.79;  Presbyterians  U.  S.,  $28.76;  Congrega- 
tionalists,  $25.67;  Presbyterians  U.  S.  A.,  $21.70; 
Northern  Methodists,  $20.15;  Northern  Baptists, 
$15.68;  Southern  Methodists,  $14.60;  Disciples, 
$11.19;  Lutherans,  $11.16;  Southern  Baptists, 
$9.55;  Colored  Methodists,  $4.30;  Catholics,  $4.16; 
and  Colored  Baptists,  $1.51. 

While  Dr.  Alldredge’s  survey  does  not  go  into 


the  reasons  why  the  offerings  of  certain  denom¬ 
inations  are  so  much  larger  than  those  of  certain 
others,  it  is  generally  known  that  the  chief  con¬ 
tributing  factor  to  the  small  showing  of  Southern 
Baptists  is  their  lack  of  enlistment.  With  two- 
thirds  of  our  membership  doing  nothing  for  the 
Campaign,  and  thus  nothing  for  missions,  educa¬ 
tion  and  benevolences,  it  is  a  very  simple  matter 
for  them  to  pull  down  the  general  average  of  our 
people.  Then  the  occasion  for  the  development 
of  the  Presbyterians  and  possibly  some  of  the 
other  more  liberal  givers  is  that  they  have  been 
making  a  study  of  the  principles  of  stewardship 
in  their  churches  and  this  has  borne  fruit  in  more 
liberal  giving  on  the  part  of  the  individual  mem¬ 
bers. 

For  the  information  of  those  who  would  like  to 
make  a  detailed  study  of  the  records  of  the  in¬ 
dividual  denominations  in  gains  in  memberships 
and  gifts,  the  following  table  prepared  by  Dr.

ing  our  flag  from  carrying  and  sell¬ 
ing  liquor  in  open  violation  of  the 
policy  of  our  government. 

It  is  manifestly  a  strange  incon¬ 
sistency  that  any  vessel  should  car¬ 
ry  the  United  States  flag  with  all 
the  protection  it  gives  and  at  the 
same  time  violate  both  the  Consti¬ 
tution  and  poilcy  of  our  government. 

That  part  which  prohibits  any  ves¬ 
sel,  domestic  or  foreign,  from  car¬ 
rying  into  territorial  waters  any 
liquors  for  beverage  purposes,  is  an 
equal  encouragement  and  aid  in  law- 
enforcement. 

•  •  • 

The  federal  prohibition  law  en¬ 
forcement  department  haR  called 
into  requisition  some  air  ships  with 
a  speed  of  one  mile  per  minute,  to 
hover  over  those  waters  infested 
with  rum  running  vessels,  for  the 
purpose  of  obtaining  all  available 
information  concerning  their  move¬ 
ments  and  operations.  This  infor¬ 
mation  can  be  transmitted  by  wire¬ 
less  to  the  shore  enforcement  offi¬ 
cers. 

•  *  * 

It  is  now  a  known  fact  that  twen¬ 
ty-three  of  the  great  railway  sys¬ 
tems  were  several  years  ahead  of 
the  Eighteenth  Amendment  and  the 
Volstead  law.  For  many  years  they 
have  included  among  their  operat¬ 
ing  regulations  “Rule  G”,  which  for¬ 
bids  employees  “to  use  intoxicating 
liquors”.  Many  railway  officials  in¬ 
terpret  "Rule  G”  to  prohibit  the  use 
of  beer  and  wine  as  well  as  distilled 
liquors — in  a  word,  anything  that 
will  intoxicate. 

*  •  * 

Dr.  A.  A.  Murphree,  president  of 
the  University  of  Florida,  after  sign¬ 
ing  a  total  abstinence  pledge,  pre¬ 
sented  it  to  the  faculty,  every  one  of 
whom  signed  it.  It  was  then  pre¬ 
sented  to  all  the  students.  To  date 
about  seventy-five  per  cent  of  them 
have  affixed  their  signatures.  This 
is  an  outstanding  example  of  cour¬ 
age,  character  and  patriotism.  These 
men  show  by  their  actions  that  they 
are  100%  American,  determined  to 
uphold  the  dry  policy  of  our  great 
country.  These  examples  are  emi¬ 
nently  worthy  of  imitation  by  other 
state  universities  as  well  as  other 
institutions  of  learning.  We  have 
recently  had  a  similar  example  in 
the  case  of  Dr.  Charles  W.  Eliot,

Some  Trenchant  Words 

Governor  Pinchot,  of  Pennsylva¬ 
nia,  in  special  statement  for  Manu¬ 
facturers’  Record,  vigorously  de¬ 
clares  for  enforcement  of  prohibition 
laws: 

“I  recognize  no  distinction  between 
the  different  articles  of  the  Consti¬ 
tution  of  the  United  States.” 

“I  am  a  firm  believer  in  the  wis¬ 
dom  and  righteousness  of  the 
Eighteenth  Amendment.” 

“It  (prohibition)  will  add  un¬ 
countable  millions  to  the  wealth  of 
the  United  States;;  will  enormously 
increase  the  prosperity  of  our  peo¬ 
ple;  and  will  raise  the  happiness 
and  welfare,  especially  of  our  wom¬ 
en  and  children,  to  a  new  and  un¬ 
known  plane.” 

“Slavery  itself  was  not  more  thor¬ 
oughly  discussed  in  advance  of  a 
decision  than  this  very  matter  of 
prohibition,  and  no  decision  ever 
taken  by  our  people  was  ever  more 
deliberately  registered,  or  more 
clearly  in  accordance  with  popular 
will.” 

“The  United  States  is  not  only  dry 
but  getting  steadily  drier.” 

“The  moral  sense  of  the  American 
people — the  backbone  of  this  Com¬ 
monwealth — is  overwhelmingly  be¬ 
hind  law  enforcement.  The  actively 
bad,  the  morally  lax,  the  self  indul- 
fent,  and  the  thoughtless  are  arrayed 
on  the  .other  side.  What  chance 
have  they  in  the  long  run?” 

“I  have  confidence  enough  in  the 
American  people  to  believe — and  no 
one  can  shake  my  conviction — that 
when  a  moral  issue  is  put  squarely 
before  them  they  always  decide 
right.  This  is  a  moral  issue.  It  is 
being  put  squarely  before  them,  at 
least  in  the  State  of  Pennsylvania, 
and  I  have  not  the  slightest  question 
about  the  ultimate  result.”
